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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT & STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, CADY and OMSTEAD, fail to teach or reasonably suggest the 
claimed invention. Specifically, while OMSTEAD does teach a gas injection section 
having a bottom plate with openings and a baffle plate located inside the gas injection 
section, the teaching of OMSTEAD of using the baffle (deflector) plate to provide a 
"uniform process gas flow" across the wafer appears to teach away from applicant's 
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claimed invention which uses the baffle plate such that inert gas supplied at the outer 
peripheral portion of the wafer is larger than that at the center thereof. Accordingly, 
OMSTEAD appears to teach away from the combination with CADY to achieve 
applicant's claimed invention. For at least the foregoing reasons, applicant's claimed 
invention appears to be allowable over the prior art of record.
